Domesticated geese remain together and act collectively except when ones goes to 
the nest to lay; How don the toehrs know she is going to lay? How does 
the faithful gander \fco accompanies his gate, often with his other mates in 
company, know?

During making of nest, as straw, leaves, etc are added, so is fluff plucked from 
the breast.
